Times have 
changed, surciy, since the Earl of Ki- 
gin enjoyed six successive months of 
curling in this country. 
“Undoubtedly a great bonspiel would 
be a very welsome addition to our 
winter attractions, but even without 
a@ national tournament, local curlers 
have many opportunities of testirg 
their metal. For several weeks past 
gemes have been played almost daily 
ard speculation on the outcemé of 
some of the important contests to be 
decided in this city in the near fu- 
ture is becoming more interesting 
every day. These matches may not
